Woman power: 


Jumps with ouster of Daley

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 


After a first-round defeat, wom- 
en's efforts to gain more politi- 
cal punch in the Democratic 
party got a boost early today 
when the National Convention 
tossed out Chicago Mayor Rich- 
ard Daley's Illinois delegation. 


Supporting the decision of the 


Credentials 
Committee, 
the 


delegates voted by a narrow 
margin to replace Daley's 59- 
person slate with one more re- 
flective of the state's popu- 
lation. The 23 extra women in 
the new delegation upped the 
percentage of women delegates 
at the 1972 convention from 38 
to 40 per cent. 


The Chicago decision softened 


an earlier refusal by delegates 
to split the South Carolina con- 
tingent equally between the 


sexes. 


The delegates voted 1,555 to 


1,429 
to reject a challenge to 


the Palmetto State's 32-person 
slate that wouldhave increased 
the number of women in it 
from 9 to 16. 


Rep. 
Bella Abzug of New 


York hailed the Illinois decision 
as progress. She had con- 
demned the South Carolina 
move as a defeat. 


Rep. 
Abzug, a member of the 


National 
Women's 
Political 


Cuacus (NWPC), said it was 
not a major defeat but "it 
shows we're not going to get 
anything but a struggle." 


"We're going to continue 


fighting," she added. 


Betty Friedan, an NWPC 


leader, called the defeat "a 
rough learning experience." 


"It just shows we've got to 


get our strategy back on the is- 
sues," she said. "We can't let 
ourselves be compromised." 


Ms. Friedan (she asks that 


title be used) said she planned 
to set up a NWPC strategy ses- 
sion today to rally floor cap- 
tains and women delegates to 
the cause of seating more of 
their sex. 


"We don't want to come out 


of this thing with egg on our 
face," she said. "The women 
didn't hold strong for the issues 
that most concern them. Our 
strategy has been all wrong. 
Now I'm really mad." 


Even so, women occupied 


many prominent spots as the 
convention cranked up its first 
night's business. 


Mary Loue Berg, vice chair- 


man of the convention, moder- 
ated the session. Secretary 


Dorothy V. Bush read the roll 
call as she has for every con- 
vention since 1944.

Protestants threat 
to take offensive 
follows gun battle

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 


(AP) — Militant Protestants 
threatened early today to take 
the offensive in Northern Ire- 
land as gun battles and bomb 
explosions rocked the province. 


The Protestant Ulster De- 


fense Association, which claims 
it can put 40,000 armed men 
into the field, said if the British 
do not crush the Roman Catho- 
lic guerrillas of the Irish Re- 
publican Army, the association 
will take the offensive against 
the IRA and do its "level best 
to eliminate and destroy it." 


The British government rush- 


ed 1,800 more troops into the 
province in preparation for the 
traditionally explosive summer 
season of Protestant parades 
celebrating historic events in 
the centuries of Protestant- 
Catholic warfare in Northern 
Ireland. The first parade is 
Wednesday. 


The reinforcements bring the 


garrison to 16,800 men, the big- 
gest it has been in the three 
years of communal turmoil. 


In the wake of the collapse 


Sunday night of the IRA cease- 
fire, army headquarters report- 
ed 232 shooting incidents in Bel- 
fast between 8 a.m. Monday 
and 4:40 a.m. today. 


British troops were involved 


in 146 of the shootouts and 
claimed they killed or wounded 
15 gunmen. Protestants and 
Catholics fought in the other 
clashes. 


The hooded body of a mur- 


dered man in his 20s was found 
near the center of Belfast, shot 
in the chest and head. He was 
the 414th confirmed fatality in 
the three years of communal 
warfare, the seventh since the 
cease-fire ended and the 23rd 
since it began two weeks ago. 
Most of the latter were murder- 
ed similarly, apparently set- 
tling old scores. 


Bombs damaged stores, of- 


fices and homes in three areas 
of Belfast. Flying glass injured 
five persons. Other explosions 
wrecked property in London- 
derry, Strabane, Maghersfelt 
and Armagh but caused no cas- 
ualties. 


"We are now back to square 


one," said IRA chieftain Martin 
McGuinness. "Our campaign 
has restarted, and there will be 
more violence than before."

Rogers visits 
Vatican City 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — Sec- 


retary of State William P. Ro- 
gers said today that the Vati- 
can has made a number of at- 
tempts to aid American prison- 
ers of war in North Vietnam 
but "so far to no avail." 


Rogers said after a private 


audience with Pope Paul VI 
that the Vatican attempted, 
"directly or indirectly," to ar- 
range an exchange of prison- 
ers, more mail for the Ameri- 
can'POWs and a report from 
the North Vietnamese on Amer- 
icans missing in North Viet- 
nam. 


The Vatican said the Pope 


told Rogers he hopes the re- 
sumption of the Paris peact 
talks will lead to "a realistic 
and final agreement" to end 
the Vietnam war. Such an ac- 


cord, he said, should be "ac- 
cording to the just wishes of all 
the "Vietnamese people." 


The pontiff and the American 


cabinet member met for just 
over an hour. The Vaticaf said 
they also talked about "the 
search for peace" in the Middle.

Nixon's visits to Peking and

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - 


General Manager Paul Owens, 
having also been elevated to 
the dual role of field boss of the 
Philadelphia Phillies, says he 
intends to remain at the helm 
only through this National 
League season. 


Club owner Bob Carpenter 


surprised the baseball world 
Monday by elevating 49-year- 
old Owens into the dual capac- 
ity and firing manager Frank 
Lucchesi, 45, whose Phils were 
166-233 in 2Mi seasons. 


Taking command, Owens saw 


his charges build an early lead, 
only to lose 6-4 in 11 innings to 
the Los Angeles Dodgers in the 
opener of a doubleheader. The 
Phils won the nightcap 9-1, as 
Woody Fryman hurled a six-hit- 
ter and Willie Montanez drove 
in five runs. 


After the split, Owens cate- 


gorically denied published re- 
ports that he assured Lucchesi 
Sunday his job was intact. 


"Frank asked me if Dave 


Bristol (the former Cincinnati 
and 
Milwaukee 
manager) 


would take my place," Owens 
said. "I told him I'd only tried 
to contact him about a player, 
but was unsuccessful." Owens 
declined to name the player. 


"I was just saying there was 


no truth of the rumor that Bris- 
tol would be hired," the Phils 
official said. "I didn't say his 
(Lucchesi's) job was safe. 


Owens, who replaced 
the 


fired John Quinn as club gener- 
al manager in early June, said 
he "would be inclined to go out- 
side the Philadelphia organ- 
ization" in picking his field suc- 
cessor after the 1972 season. 


Lucchesi, who was visibly 


stunned by the firing, will re- 
main in the Philadelphia organ- 
ization as a consultant and said 
he may also serve as an ad- 
vance man on road trips. 


His 26-50 record as manager 


was the poorest 
in major 


league baseball this year.

Nicklaus is favored 
to win British Open 


MUIRFIELD, Scotland (AP) 


— "I knew Bobby Jones well," 
said Jack Nicklaus, "and I like 
to think he would be very hap- 
py if I won the Grand Slam." 


That remark from the Ameri- 


can favored to win the British 
Open championship this week 
bridged a whole era of golf. 


The late and much-loved 


Jones achieved what then was 
called the Grand Slam in 1930, 
when he won the amateur and 
open championships of both the 
United States and Britain.

Arnold Plainer, a 20-1 shot 


but always a popular con- 
tender, said after his first prac- 
tice round: "Muirfield is play- 
ing fast and short.

1970 U.S. Open Championship 
at much-maligned Hazettine in 
Chaska, Minn. 


Jacklin, bidding to become 


the first Englishman in 
SO* 


years to win the American na- 
tional title, was leading when 
he approached the ninth green. 
He was faced with a very diffi- 
cult, 35-foot downhill putt on 
the lightning-fast green. 


"I was putting good," Jacklin 


recalled. "You get streaks like 
that and I got mine at the right 
time." 


"But I hit that one too hard. I 


didn't want to leave it short 
and I was pumped up. It was 
on line but too hard. It rolled 
right over the hole and jumped 
straight up in the air—just like 
a trout—then dropped back in." 


"It was going so fast I swear 


it must have gone more than a 
foot up, maybe a foot-and- 
ahalf." 


"I had a two-or three-stroke 


lead over Dave Hill at that 
point, but if the ball hadn't hit 
the cup it would have gone 
right off the green and who 
knows what may have hap- 
pened. 


"That's the putt that won the 


tournament for me." 


Jacklin went on to make a 


rout of it, winning by seven 
strokes as he collected his sec- 
ond U.S. Open title. The victory 
made him financially independ- 
ent and established him as a 
national hero in Britain. 


His always huge gallery 


swelled to massive proportions 
as the faithful stampeded to his 
side to witness another miracle. 


Instead they viewed con- 


secutive three-putt bogeys that 
killed it all. 


At Greensboro, he held a two- 


stroke lead going to the par 
three 16th hole on the final day. 
America's television audience 
watched in dismay and dis- 
belief as he hit into a shallow 
stream at the bottom of a 
ditch, elected to play it out and 
took a lead-destroying, con- 
fidence-shattering triple bogey 
six that cost him the title. 


"I've had trouble with my 


concentration," he mused be- 
fore a practice round for the 
British Open, which begins 
Wednesday. "My mind wan- 
ders. All of a sudden I'm not 
there. I'm off in a cloud or 
something somewhere else." 


He's had other troubles, too. 


With his putter, with his irons, 
even with his driver, usually 
the most reliable club in his 
bag. 


And there's his eyes. He's ex- 


perimented 
with eye-glasses 


and contact lenses to correct a 
near-sighted condition. He 
recently abandoned them. 


But even with the glasses, 


and advancing years, and in- 
creasing girth, and greying, 
thinning hair, and the lack of 
victories, Palmer still exerts a 
magic effect on galleries all 
over the world. 


And, although he admitted at 


the United States Open: "I 
sometimes think I may never 
win another major title only be- 
cause you guys 
(reporters) 


keep talking about it," the 
flame of desire and competition 
burns as brightly as ever.

New discovery 
in old bones? 


ELY, Minn. (AP) — Human 


skulls, bones and artifacts 
found in the Boundary Waters 
Canoe Area four years ago and 
kept secret until recently could 
be those of a prehistoric type of 
man never before found any- 
where, scientists studying them 
say. 


The skulls are under study at 


the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington, D.C. and if Dr. T. 
Dale Stewart determine* the 
skulls are unique enough to 
warrant further investigation, a 
Carbon-14 age test will be 
made. 


The test requires burning one 


gran of bone material, and Uni- 
versity of Minnesota scientists 
have been reluctant to destroy 
any of the material. 


A copyrighted article in the 


Duluth News-Tribune Sunday 
told of the find and a report by 
Dr. Elden Johnson, Minnesota 
state archaelogist. 


Norman Saari, Tofte Lake re- 


sort owner, discovered the 
bones Sept. 6, 1968 in an "rod- 
ing gravel bank used as a ca- 
noe landing for a campsite. The 
exact location is being kept se- 
cret. 


The skulls have extremely 


low foreheads and prominent 
brow ridges. Johnson said the 
combination suggests the skulls 
are typical examples of what 


must have been a very early 
type of man or an inbred popu- 
lation. 


"The skulls...may well repre- 


sent a pre-Indian type of man 
that is more closely related to 
Neanderthal man than any pre- 
viously found. Their discovery 
tends to push the date of occu- 
pation of the Western Hemi- 
sphere by human beings way 
back," 
said 
Dr. 
Richard 


Adams, an anthropologist and 
leader of the university team 
that first examined the find. 


Adams added that the skulls 


also could "represent a rem- 
nant population of a primitive 
type of man who inhabited the 
North American continent long 
ago and somehow survived un- 
til comparatively recent times 
by living in isolated refuge 
areas."

sions to use force against a hi- 
jacker rather than submit to 
him are carefully weighed in 
advance, says John H. Shaffer, 
Federal 
Aviation 
Adminis- 


trator. 


The decisions by the air 


crews in consultation with fed- 
eral authorities, including the 
FBI, are balanced against the 
risks involved before action is 
taken, he says. 


In the case of the two hijack- 


ers shot to death aboard their 
commandeered plane at San 


Francisco, and the one killed in 
the attempted hijacking of a 
747 at Saigon, the circum- 
stances were carefully weighed 
and the response was appro- 
priate, Shaffer said in an inter- 
view Monday. 


"Our 
strengthened 
stand 


against hijacking does not nec- 
essarily mean we shoot first," 
he said. 


"We are trying to head off 


killing. None of us is trying to 
take unnecessary risks when 
thinking what we will be able 
to do with minimum loss of 
life," he added.

battle between FBI agents and 
the two hijackers aboard the hi- 
jacked plane in San Francisco 
last Wednesday. The FBI said 
one of the hijackers fired the 
shots that hit the passengers. 


Shaffer said those who would 


castigate the pilot of the 747 for 
his actions leading to the fatal 
shooting of of the young hijack- 
er at Saigon should consider 
the alternative of flying a large 
planeload of American military 
personnel into the North Viet- 
nam capital. 


Trick' is described at trial

IJOD, Israel (AP) — An Is- 


raeli general testified today 
that he tricked Japanese terror- 
ist Kozo Okamoto into con- 
fessing his part in the Tel Aviv 
airport massacre by promising 
him "my revolver and one bul- 
let" to commit suicide. 


Maj. Gen. Rehevam Zeevi, 


chief of Israel's Central Army 
Command, was asked if he 
meant to keep his agreement 
with Okamoto.

bait," the beefy, bespectacled 
general replied. 


Zeevi testified on the second 


day of the military trial for the 
machine-gun and grenade at- 
tack by Okamoto and two other 
Japanese working for the Popu- 
lar Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine. Twenty-eight persons 
including the other two Japa- 
nese were killed, and 67 were 
wounded.

jubilant scientists roce ecf/pse

SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) - 


D e l i g h t e d scientists drank 
champagne toasts to the suc- 
cessful airborne chase of an 
eclipse of the sun, which they 
say is certain to yield new find- 
ings about the fiery orb. 


"We expect to find all sorts 


of new things," said a beaming 
Dr. Arthur Co*, the ex- 
pedition's leader, after the 
team of astronomers recorded 
the pearly white grandeur of 
the solar corona Monday. 


The corona is the ring of hot 


gases that stream millions of 
miles out into space. ScfentuU 
hope that by studying it they 
can find clues to low the sun 
interacts with earth and inter- 
feres with man's activities. 


Crowded into a converted Air 


Force cargo jet stuffed with 15 


tons of scientific gear, the sci- 
entists, from the Los Alamos 
(N.M.) Scientific Laboratory, 
intercepted the eclipse 39,000 
feet over the Arctic Circle 
northeast of ice-filled Hudson 
Bay in Canada's Northwest 
Territories. 


As the shadow of the moon 


passing in front of the sun 
streaked southeastward at 1,000 
miles an hour, the flying labo- 
ratory raced'it, reaching 565 
miles per hour. This gave the 
scientists a precious 116 addi- 
tional seconds during which 
they could view the sun totally 
obscured and see the white co- 
rona etched against the black- 
ness of space. 


They kept their instruments 


in this path of "totality" for 
three minutes and 45 seconds, 
and the results, except for a 
few minor problems, delighted 
everyone. 


When the sun vanished alto- 


gether at 3:42 p.m. EOT, the 
airplane's interior was almost 
as dark as night. Astronomers 
hovering over their telescopes 
and radiation-measuring 
de- 


vices used pencil flashlights to 
perform their duties. 


Outside, the ground was ob- 


scured by a thick layer of 
clouds and the black, oval- 
shaped lunar shadow could be 
seen 50 miles in opposite direc- 
tions, with fluffy clouds bright- 
ly lit by the sun beyond the 
shadow. The view was the most 
striking from the cockpit. 


"Out in front of us after the 


eclipse passed us we could see 
this huge circular shadow 120 
miles wide moving across the 
clouds below us. It was the 
most fantastic sight I've ever 
seen." said Maj. Dan Yergler, 
the pilot. 


Zeevi testified that he be-

votes Monday 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 


Texas' delegation mustered a 
consistent 96 anti-McGovern 
votes in the first confrontations 
of the Democratic National 
Convention, but generally found 
itself on the losing side. 


The 34 Texas delegates com- 


mitted to Sen. George S. 
McGovern of South Dakota 
were happy after the con- 
vention returned McGovern's 
151 California delegates early 
today, but they admitted it 
would be hard work carrying 
the state in November. 


"We'd sure work at it," said 


a beaming Mrs. Frances Fa- 
renthold of Corpus Christi, 
chairman of Texas,' McGovern 
caucus and a staunch worker in 
his campaign. "It's a wonderful 
night." 


"There's no way he could 


carry Texas," countered Hall 
Timanus, Houston, head of the 
George Wallace delegates who 
will make a seconding speech 
Wednesday night when the Ala- 
bama governor is nominated. 


"There's no way he could do 


it without the support of Wal- 
lace, and that is extremely un- 
likely. We will still insist on our 
platform issues and if they are 
not adopted the outlook will be 
even more bleak." 


"I think the situation is still 


fluid," added Dolph Briscoe, 
delegation chairman and the 
party nominee for governor. "I 
do not necessarily think Sena- 
tor McGovern has the nomi- 
nation sewed up." 


Briscoe is an uncommitted 


delegate on presidential prefer- 
ence, but he joined with sup- 
porters of Sen. Hubert Humph- 
rey. Wallace and other uncom- 
mitted delegates in votes on 
South Carolina and California 
challenges. The Texas vote was 
96-34 on both.

Church leaders 
gathering for 
Turk funeral

ISTANBUL, Turkey (AP) - 


Funeral services for Ecumenic- 
al Patriarch Athenagoras were 
held today before scores of offi- 
cials representing many nations 
and the Protestant and Roman 
Catholic churches. 


The election of a new spiritu- 


al leader for the 250-million 
member 
Eastern 
Orthodox 


Church gave the Turkish gov- 
ernment increasing concern in 
the face of protests from the 
Greek government. 


Black-robed Orthodox bishops 


with flowing white beards 
chanted the funeral service, 
presided over by Metropolitan 
Archbishop Meliton, a member 
of the patriarchal Holy Synod. 
Meliton is considered the lead- 
ing candidate to succeed Athe- 
nagoras who died Friday at the 
age of 86. 


The selection of a new patri- 


arch became embroiled in con- 
troversy even before Athe- 
nagoras was buried. 


Ambassador John Tsounis of 


Greece filed an official protest 
with Premier Ferit Melen Mon- 
day night over conditions set by 
the Istanbul governor for the 
election of a new patriarch. 
Gov. Vefa Poyraz has said that 
the elections must be held in 
the presence of a notary public 
and the outcome be subject to 
his final approval. 


The patriarchate is consid- 


ered a Turkish institution ac- 
cording to the 1922 Lausanne 
treaty despite its presence in a 
Moslem country. 


A Foreign Ministry official 


denied that the Turkish govern- 
ment wanted to intervene in the 
election for a new patriarch. 


Although Turkey's 37 million 


inhabitants are 99 per cent 
Moslem, the government does 
not impose restrictions on any 
faith. 


Following the hour-long serv- 


ice, the simple black and silver 
casket was to be carried to the 
Balikli

Cemetery,

Istanbul,

Ecumenical Patriarchs are bur- 
ied. 


Among those who came for 


the funeral were Dr. Michael 
Ramsey,

Giovanni Benelli, the Vatican 
undersecretary of state, and 
leaders of the other Eastern 
Orthodox churches. 


An ecumenical delegation of 


American Catholic, Protestant 
and Jewish churchmen also had 
planned to attend the funeral 
but stayed home after the Tur- 
kish government refused to ad- 
mit Archbishop lakovos of the 
Greek Orthodox Church in the 
Americas. lakovos has been out 
of favor in Turkey since he 
asked 
President 
Lyndon B. 


Johnson in 1965 to intercede for 
the Greek community in Tur- 
key during tension over Cyprus.

slander. How the courts look 
upon such outbursts tells a great 
deal about the law of defamation 
of character. 


Take this case: 
During an argument at a golf 


course, one player called another 
"a lousy crook." The latter filed 
suit for slander, charging that the 
epithet had branded him as a 
common criminal. 


But the court disagreed. At 


least in this situation, said the 
court, the words were no more 
than generalized bluster. 


Oliver Wendell Holmes once 


expressed the law's attitude as 
follows: 


"A word is not a crystal, 


transparent and unchanged; it is 
the skin of a living thought, and 
may vary greatly in color and 
content according to the circum- 
stances and the time in which it 
is used." 


Accordingly, another court 


found it was indeed defamatory 
for a jeweller to say of a rival 
jeweller that he was "a crook 
. . . mixed up in some crooked 
deals." 


This time the comment, made 


during a business 
conference, 


was clearly meant to be taken 
literally. 


Even in a non-business setting, 


this kind of language may be 
defamatory. At a club meeting, 
ope of the members denounced 
the club president as "a cheat 
and a fraud." In short order, the 
president filed suit for slander. 


In a court hearing he pointed 


out that the remark had been 
made not merely as a general in- 
sult but as a specific comment 
on his performance in office. The 
court decided that, since the of- 
fice was one of trust and honor, 
the words were weighty enough 
to support a suit. 


"Those words," said the judge, 


"cannot but impair confidence 
in (the president's) ability to 
hold the office."

dent Nixon's campaign.

mittee asked U.S. District 
Court Monday to postpone the 


'Mutt' Jones trial 
starts; government 
states case to jury 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


government said Monday that 
it would prove that state Sen. 
Guy H. Jones of Conway re- 
ceived 40 per cent more income 
from his law practice in 1965 
and 1966 than reported on his 
tax returns. 


The statement was made by 


Asst. U. S. Atty. James G. Mix- 
on in U. S. Distinct Court here 
as Jones went on trial Monday 
on charges of evading $5,209.25 
in income taxes and filing false 
tax returns for the years 1965 
and 1966. 


A jury of six men and six 


women was seated for the trial. 


I-eon B. Catlett of Little 


Rock, Jones' attorney, said 
Jones prepared his tax returns 
to the best of his ability and 
believed thev were correct. 


"He did not wilfully violate 


the tax laws of the United 
States," Catlett said. 


Mixon said the government 


would call 60 witnesses in the 
trial, Catlett did not know how 
many witnesses he would use. 


Mixon and Asst. U. S. Atty. 


Robert F. Fussell called nine 
witnesses Monday mostly to in- 


troduce records of Jones' bank 
accounts and to testify about le- 
gal fees. 


Mixon told the jury the gov- 


ernment's case dealt entirely 
with Jones' law practice. He 
said Jones collected many fees 
in cash and spent the money 
without depositing it in a bank. 
Mixon said 30 to 40 witnesses 
would testify that they paid le- 
gal fees to Jones, and agents of 
the Internal Revenue service 
would testify that part or all of 
these fees were omitted from 
Jones' tax returns. The govern- 
ment's key witness will be IRS 
special agent James A. Brown. 


Catlett told the jury that 


"Guy Jones is not a cheat and 
he's not a crook. He's an honor- 
able man and a good citizen." 


Catlett 
said 
Jones 
kept 


records of his legal fees in a 
receipt book and a letter box 
file, and recorded his expenses 
in the files of each case he han- 
dled, Catlett said. He said 
Jones prepared his returns 
from these records and thought 
they were correct. "Guy Jones 
is not guilty of the charges in 
the indictment," Catlett said. 


Jones was indicted in Febru- 


ary. Two of the four counts in 
the indictment allege tax eva- 
sion and the other two allege 
filing of fasle tax returns. 
Count No. 1 charges that 


Jones filed a joint income tax 
return for himself and his wife 
for 1965 that declared taxable 
income of $11,239.48 with a tax 
due of $2,092,69, when the tax- 
able 
income actually 
was 


$22,565.60 with tax 
due of 


$4,041.54. 


Count No. 3 charges that in 


preparing his and his wife's 
joint return for 1966, Jones list- 
ed a taxable income of $1,569, 
with a tax due of $225.47 when 
the actual taxable income was 
$20,072.20 with a tax due of 
$3.484.87. 


Counts No. 2 and 4 charge 


that Jones knowingly under- 
stated the gross income from 
his law practice on the 1965 and 
1966 tax returns. Jones had 
filed a motion to dismiss these 
two counts on the ground that 
they constituted the same al- 
leged offenses as in counts No. 
1 and 3. Judge J. Smith Henley 
denied the motion. 


The trial was to continue at 


9:30 a.m. today. 


hearing on a $1 million damage 
suit against the committee until 
after the Nov. 7 election. 


The suit was filed by Demo- 


cratic National Chairman Law- 
rence F. O'Brien after it was 
revealed that one of the five 
men arrested in the May 15 
break-in was James W. McCord 
Jr.. the security coordinator for 
the re-election committee.

The five men allegedly 
were arrested inside the Demo- 
cratic headquarters and were 
charged with burglary. Police 
also seized a quantity of elec- 
tronic bugging equipment. 


Kenneth W. Parkinson, attor- 


ney for the re-election com- 
mittee, told the court that hear- 
ings prior to the Nov. 7 election 
would "allow Mr. O'Brien and 
the Democratic National Com- 
mittee to utilize this lawsuit as 
a forum from which to accuse 
this committee of complicity in 
criminal conduct throughout 
the election campaign." 


He denied the committee was 


involved in the break-in. But he 
said repeated mention of the 
"coincidental employment" of 
McCord by the 
committee 


would be particularly dam- 
aging.

Delinquent Tax Board does not 
regulate the office. 


The jury has indicated Mrs. 


Doris Munden, the county's 
delinquent personal tax collec- 
tor, on charges of converting 
$30,983 in public funds to per- 
sonal use from Jan. 1, 1966 to 
last March 15. State auditors 
said the money has been re- 
paid. 


Mrs. Munden is the daughter 


of C. S. Fielder, who is county 
judge. Fielder, Mayor Bill 
Stratton of Helena and County 
School Supt. W. E. Taylor com- 
posed the board, which appoint- 
ed Mrs. Munden to her position. 


Hornor said the grand jury 


found that the board had not 
met in years and that the board 
wasn't knowledgeable of the 
laws governing its duties. 


"It's just one of those offices 


that's not been looked into for 
years in any county," he said. 


The jury made eight recom- 


mendations for the operation of 
the office and about auditing 
proceduref- O*16 recommenda- 
tion was that the board adhere 
strictly to State law pertaining 
to D0«r4 dMli08> including meet- 
ing *«*fy W days to review 
recants of tt* collector.

Lynne O'Shea $1,000. 


But in November when Haag 


asked about the bonuses, Haag 
testified, "He said I'm sick and 
tired of paying these expenses 
out of my own pocket." 


"He said we're going to set 


everybody up on the congres- 
sional payroll and that is how 
you'll get your bonuses," Haag 
said. 


But he said in his own case 


Collins told him he would be 
paid the $10,000 bonus by put- 
ting Henning and another cam- 
paign employe Ray Fortner Jr., 
on the congressional payroll 
"and they'll be in a position to 
rebate money back to you and 
that 
way you'll get 
your 


bonus." 


Haag, 33, former chief Wash- 


ington aide to Collins, is ac- 
cused of taking more than $13,- 
000 in kickbacks through falsifi- 
cation of House payroll forms 
and mail fraud. He also is 
charged with obstructing jus- 
tice by inducing fellow employ- 
es to lie to the FBI and to a 
federal grand jury investigating 
the kickback scheme. 


Defense 
attorney 
Leslie 


Scherr charged in court Mon- 
day that Collins was behind the 
scheme, which allegedly was 
arranged to award bonuses to 
four employes, including Haag, 
who helped in the congress- 
man's 1968 re-election cam- 


paign. 


Scheer acknowledged that 


Haag issued the direct orders 
for the kickbacks, although he 
contended that Colins made the 
decision. He said Collins might 
not have known it was illegal. 


"The congressman organized 


the coverup, as I call 
it," 


Scherr said in his opening argu- 
ment. "He had Haag come to 
his office and sign a statement 
that he had never received 
(the) money from the congress- 
man." 


A former Collins secretary, 


Mrs. Mary Sue Scott, said in 
testimony Monday that Collins 
"had a weak personality," that 
Haag "could con anyone" and 
that Haag ran the office even 
to the point of telling Collins 
how to vote on the House floor. 


In a deposition read to the 


court, she said she personally 
kicked back $600 from her fed- 
eral paycheck to Collins to re- 
pay travel expenses in 1968. 
She said Collins later asked her 
to sign a statement that she 
had not done so, but she re- 
fused. 


She said Collins told her and 


another employe, Mrs. Linda 
Stephenson, that he would send 
them to Dallas to work on his 
1968 campaign and they would 
repay the travel expenses from 
inflated House paychecks he 
would give them for October. 


Mrs. Scott said her October 


check was for about $1,200, 
compared to her usual $452 a 
month. She said she was sup- 
posed to give the $600 to Haag 
but couldn't find him, and the 
congressman 
reluctantly 


agreed to take the money him- 
self. 


Mrs. Stephenson testified she 


was paid $1,425 in October, 
rather than her usual $340. to, 
$350 a month, and was told by 
Haag to repay $581 of it in a 
check made out to Haag.

$4.5 million 
fledged to 
Democrats 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 


Robert Strauss, treasurer of the 
Democratic party, said today 
the total money raised at the 
party's weekend telethon "will 
definitely go over $5 million. 


"The telethon attracted more 


than one-half million donors," 
Strauss told an orientation 
meeting of delegates here for 
the national convention. 


When the 19-hour telethon 


closed, the total pledged was 
$4.5 million, with telephone 
calls still stacked up and mail 
contributions yet to come. 


But despite the financial suc- 


cess of the program, the party 
is still more than $6 million in 
debt from the 1968 campaign. 


The party conducted the tele- 


vision extravaganza in an effort 
to wipe out a $9.3-million 1968 
debt. Performers appearing on 
the show which ended Sunday 
night donated their services, 
but the Democrats reportedly 
had to pay the ABC television 
network $1.6 million for the air- 
time. 


Officials were hopeful that 


late mail-in contributions would 
push the show's gross over $5 
million. 


Viewers pledged the contribu- 


tions via telephone calls to 32 
regional centers manned by 12,- 
000 volunteers or charged it to 
credit cards. 


Search for jury has begun 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 


The search for a jury to try the 
Pentaxon Papers case has be- 
aun with probing questions 
aimed at revealing attitudes to- 
ward the U.S. government and 
its policies. 


Six potential jurors already 


have been excused after declar- 
ing their opinions were so 
strong concerning the con- 
troversial case that they could 
not be impartial. 


They were excused Monday 


in the first day of the trial after 
the judge dismissed 18 other 
possible jurors for hardship 
reasons. 


U.S. Dist. Court Judge Wil- 


liam M. Byrne Jr. rejected de- 
fense objections to his decision 
to quiz jurors himself rather 
than let lawyers do it. Then he 
asked 12 potential jurors and 
six potential alternates their at- 
titudes toward government and 
their family histories on pos- 
sible government employment. 


Daniel Ellsberg, 41, and An- 


thony Russo, 35, both former 
Rand Corp. researchers who 
worked on government proj- 
ects, are charged with espion- 
age, conspiracy and theft in 
connection with the leak to 


news media of the top secret 
Pentagon Papers. 


The papers, printed about 13 


months ago in the New York 
Times and other papers, re- 
vealed origins of U.S. in- 
volvement in the Vietnam war. 
Ellsberg and Russo have ad- 
mitted copying the papers and 
Ellsberg says he leaked them, 
but both claim th*ry didn't com- 
mit crimes. 


The defendants sat side by 


side in court flanked by law- 
yers. Outside the courthouse 
they issued vehement antiwar 
statements.
